Persorial Property 
Taxes Must Be 
Paid, Says Lee 


Tallahassee, July 3—Warning 
that Governor Spessard Hollani 
and Comptroller J.. M. Lee intend 
| to`rigidiy enforce the 1941 intan- 
i 


gible and tangible personal pro- 
perty taxation laws, was given all 
county tax collectors 
and attention was. calli 
deadline for payment of 
taxes, July 15th. 

Colonel Lee explained that the 
laws require the publication of 
delinquent tax lists, giving the 
names of the taxpayers and 
amounts involved, and stated-that 
there was no alternative under 
law. 

The tangible personal property 
taxes will draw 1 percent a month 
interest after delinquency and in 
addition there will be a levy and 
seizure charge under warrants 
which the collector must issue. 

The interest on intangible per- 
sonal property will be 2- percent a 
month after delinquency, it was 
pointed out. 

Heretofore delinquent personal 
property taxes have not been ad 
vertised. The new law, designated 
to strengthen the collection set-up 
requires such. ftdvertisement.
